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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , Whitmarsh et al (US 5,623,226) teach Cartesian transmitter 
with both feedback at 18 (fig. 1) and feed feedforward at 22 (fig. 1). Jones (US 
5,894,496) teach transmitter with feedforward at (a) in fig. 2, and feedback at (b) 
in fig. 2. Whitmarsh et al and Jones either alone or in combination fails to teach 
the two filters, two root means square detector, a divider and a comparator 
connected as claimed. 

Regarding claim 3, Whitmarsh et al (US 5,623,226) teach Cartesian transmitter 
with both feedback at 18 (fig. 1) and feed feedforward at 22 (fig. 1). Jones (US 
5,894,496) teach transmitter with feedforward at (a) in fig. 2, and feedback at (b) 
in fig. 2. Whitmarsh et al and Jones either alone or in combination fails to teach 
steps a and e as claimed. 

US 2007/0184789 teaches similar invention, which has the same assignee, 
partial inventors, is not used for obvious double patenting rejection according to 
M.P.E.P §804.
